..An ordinance to fix the duties, salar-

les mnd bonds of certaln officers, and

to determine the number of clerks, and

e-:;oveu in certainm departments, and

to thelr duties, salaries, and bonds.
He it ordained by the council of the

Incorporated village of Medina, Ohlo;
SECTION I: Night-watch:

That there shall be appointed by the
conncil of said village of Medina, and
the' approval of the mayor, a night-
watchman, who shall perform the du-
ties Incumbent upon such officer, and
shall also take care of the town hall,
engine house and council chamber, and
perform the general duties of janltor
in connection therewith, He shall
give a bond to said village in the sum
of Five Hundred Dollars (§5600.00) to
be approved by the mayor, thereaf,
conditioned for the faithful perform-
ance of his duties. He shall hold of-
fice for the term of ten months from
the first day of March 1915 and annual-
1y thereafter unless sooner discharged
for incompetency or neglect, and shall
receive a salary of Elght Hundred and
Forty Dollars (§5840.00) per annum, pay
able In twelve monthly installments of
Seventy Dollars ($70.00) each, upon the
order of the council of said village.

SECTION 2: Clerk of the Board of
Trustees of Public Affairs.

That there shall be elected by the
Board of Trustees of Public Affairs a
clerk to be known as the clerk of such
board, who shall hold his office for the
term of ten months from the first day
of March 1915, and annually thereaf-
ter and until his successor is appointed
and qualified, unless sooner discharged
for incompetency or neglect of duty.
His duties shall be to keep an accurate
account of the proceedings of sald
bosrd, and perform all duties generally
Incumbent upon such oficer, He shall
receive a salary of Fifty Dollara per
annum to be paid semi-annually.

SRECTION 3: Superintendent of Sew-

crs and WaterWorkas:

There shall be appointed by the coun-

He shall attend to the ex-
tending of all water mains and sewers,
and see that all excavating and the
laying is properly done, and shall at-
tend to all things connected with the
operation, extension, repalr, and Iim-
provement of the sewer system under
the general direction of the “council,
and of the water works system under
the general direction of the hoard of
trustees of public affairs. Such sup-
erintendent shall recelve a salary of
One Thousand and Twenty Dollars,
($1,020.00) per annum payable in
